A striking featur*; wu.s tlie 
number of women who jmid ten cents 
admission fee chiirKi-'il liy the commit- 
tee of arrangemt ntti. Among theHo ^at 
Smma Qoldmau, who became notorious 
diroogh her connection with Btirkman, 
tvbo attempted to &H8aH.siniitc H. C.

-Ira Ulman acted as nmsttM- of cere- 
aaooiea of the evening, and in iutrodnc- 
lAg the first speaker, said tli<^y had 
gathered to honor the memory of five 
men who were murdered Ixn ausc they 
rafnted to prostitute their bniinH. Thin 
ttcaoMik was received with iipplause, 
which was redoubled \vh(>n .1. n.

A Bis Haiuorlul MnrtinK U«ld Id 

Loiitluii. 

LoNopHi.NoT. Id.— Th« anarohlsts of 
Loodoo bald a meetinflr at Sonth Plaoe 
institute. Mot^pm street, last tiight, to 
lioaor the memory of the so-caUisd "Chi- 
cago martyrs." , Tbi»haU waa crowded 
with men uf all nationalitieti who ai.iko 
up the anarc)ii!>ts and the extreme ^,»H ihI 
rNprnocratic party in this i:ity. Red tlu^s 
were hmiK "Ver tlie doors and (lie pic- 
tures of l'ur>4onM and his companions 
were draped in mourning. Abi^ve the 
pictures, and on the wall behind 
the platform, were anarchist mot- 
toes: "Workingmen Unite," "Re- 
pember Chicago, ' "Liberty, Ktjuality 
ftnd Fraternity," "Death to Tyrants," 
"Retribution to (>ir Oppressors" and 
many others in Engliah, (German and 
French. 

Comrade Mowbray, the i'risnd of the 
socialist .i>oet, WiUi&m Morns, was the 
first speaker. He so^d that the iustor^ 
of the anarchist movement was- the 
history of the martyrdom of hundreds 
of nobl» uiitHi and women. Their blood 
had beei^ skeq riHhWly, by] the olaiuas 
in power, in order that the ttiooopoly of 
tlMlx:filUl!f gUQiLthhuni by t^NVoUases 



misht hot De imperiled. " me proper- 
tied Classen had applauded all the crimes 
committed in the name of the present 
order of societv against the anarchista. 
The blood of the anarchst martyr cried 
out for revenge. The American gov- 
enpaaent had nhown itself brutal and 
despotic, despite all its pretensions, in 
its treatment of tlie ( 'hicago anarohista. 
Anarchists in (ireat Britain need not 
think, however, that the British gov- 
ernment was any better. It had shown 
itself in the last few months to be brutal 
and tyrannical as any other in the 
world. 

This allusion to the cases against the 
Walsall anarchists and the common- 
wealth were received with tumultuous 
demonstrations of enthusiasm and 
Bimoted threats of vengeanc e. 

Comrade Barker, who followed Mow- 
bray, eulogized the French anarchists 
for .heir conscientiouBneHrt and fearless- 
ness, and ezjMressed regret that their 
courage was not to be found among the 
anarchists of every country. In chjsing, 
he hinted that the example set by the 
Chicago anarchists should be followed 
speedily by the anarchists of London. 

Louise Michel \va.s greeted with cheer- 

Sg when she came forward to ajx^ak. 
er a<ldresa was in Fronoh, and conse- 
quently only the foreigners in the audi- 
ence applauded her incendiary words. 
She talked disjointedly al)out the Chi- 
cago and Paris anarchists and ex horted 
her audience to imitato the examples of 
their heroes like I'arsons and Ravachol. 
The Chicago niartyr.s, she said, died for 
liberty, as did Ravachol, and if the an- 
archists of London would ho equally 
brave and unselfish, they, too, might 
hope for suuh glorious deaths as these 
great Ughfi oi. humaoity hadesperi- 

enced. 

'Die \:i<t Paris explosion, she said, 
was the result of police stupidity. The 
police thought to make more money by 
conjuring up another anarchist {lanic. 
Their clumsmess, however, caused an 
accident which they had not bargained 
for. If sucli ficcidents would only 4iap- 
pen ofte'e r, tlie jiolice would be disgust- 
ed with their trade of death. If the po- 
lice wished to continue finding infernal 
machines and destroying life and prop- 
erty with them, anarcliists would see to 
it tliat their wishes were gratified. 

The meeting ended amid the wilde.-t 
enthusiasm. Men and women stood on 
the seats waving red flags and singing 
the ••( "armiignole." .Several police in- 
spectors were present in citizen!)' clf)thea 
and one of them took short-hMid ootM of 
the speeches. 

DEIBLE R BOYCO TTED.

Pabih, Nov. 18.— Deibler, the Paris 

executioner, is again having trouble 
with his landlord. Al)Out three months 
ago, when the dynamite panic wa.-t rife, 
he received notice to (luit his apart- 
ments, as the landl(>r<l w(vs afraid he 
might Ik? made the object of the hatred 
of the anarchists. Deibler removed to 
1 Rue Michel Bizot, where, without in- 
forming his lamllord of his position as 
executioner, he closed the terms for a 
lease of nine years. 

As soon Its his landlord, Clement by 
name, saw the signature on the lease he 
asked the tenant if he whs any relation 
to the Deibler whose business is to at- 
tend to tiie guillotine. t)eibler, who 
now had the signed lease in his pocket, 
confessed his ideniiiy. Tli» landlord 
declared ho would not accept him as a 
tenant, but he could not hell) himself. 
The result has been that all the other 
tenants of the house have left it. M. 
Clement has di'j)lored Deibler to sur- 
render the lease, but "Monsieur de* 
Paris" is tired of leading the life of the 
Wandering .lew and decline-^. M. 
Clement has now disciivcred, or pie- 
tends he has, a flaw in the lease, which, 
he says, shonUl have been (dgned by his 
mother, who is the real owner of the 
house, while ho is only her gnesr. .\s 
Deibler refus(>s to see the matter in this 
light the case is going into court for a 
decisiou, with the chances that the ex 
ecntiOMr will win it.

Nrw York, Nov. 13.— R. G. Dun A 
C "ompany's weekly review of trade says: 
The presidential eleetiou has iTiterrnpfed 
business to some extent 111 all i)ai ts of 
the country during the- piitit week, but 
by no means as much as usual, and at 
nearly all .points the volume of trade ha.- 
beeo-fairly maintained and tba unpre- 
cedented acttvity of industries has only 
been interrupted by the election holi- 
day. 

A severe stonn throughout most of 
the northern states ha.s emUurasHed the 
iiiovt nieiit of products and has checked 
Home Irade.s. but was very welcome to 
dealers in winter goods, who had found 
the unusually mild weather somewhat 
dqtr^ssing to tlieir bttsiness. Distribu- 
tion of otfier products oae been fully up 
to the average, and reports regarding 
c< illections are fnnn almost all points 
quite satisfactory for the season. 

The money markets have not been dis- 
turbed though working somewhat closer 
at several important points, and foreign 
necessities and tlw scarcity of commer- 
cial bills have caused some decline in 
foreign ex< i..iiige. It is feared that Rus- 
siau needd imu the failure to place the 
desi^d loan ui Paris mav catise furthi 1 
withdrawals of Rassiun balances in e:isi 
ern Euroi>e. 

Trade at Boston hua been fairly active 
for a brotceu week with woolen mills 
fully ^p}oyed add tlM con«Ubiption pf 
goods rwoMrkably larg*. Th« wool mar- 
ket had anticipated an advance in price 
which did not occur, though sales 
amounted to 4,()00,0U0 pounds. C!k}tton8 
were firm and tlie mills are all basy.. 
The l)oot and shoe trade is more quiet,' 
leather ateady but domeatio hidaa more 
actire. 

At Phthl<i»lphis yost trades have been 
^KMnUfe'"'^ colder weath- 
ar briuMftHfedtmaad for boots and 

shoes. ■HHWtitarera of tobacco are 
pressed to their full oapadty, the wall 
page rl^niwto is large and trade in chemi- 

At^SSS^^oca business is good, with 
increasing exports and southern collec- 
tions better than was expected. 

At Pittaburg the production of iron 
incseasea, ]mt also the demand, and the 
general tOPe is slightly better than be- 
fore, with large ordeiv for wrought pig. 
(^lass, eqMoisiUyplsta, is is Uuga de- 
mand. 

Trad* «tQ|syfIai»d is good, the de- 
ihand for iuuinnotiired iron • exceeding 
the capacity of adUB, aad mon^ is 
working closer. 

Business at Detroit is favorable, trade 
and manufaoturaa exceeding last year's, 
and at CinciunaQ foundries are running 
full time. Atndianapolis the trade in 
drugs is excellent, exceeding last fiUl's. 
Receipts of products at Chicago were 
curtailed by the uection and the storms, 
but wholemle trade was large; dealings 
in real estate show an increase of 'M per 
cent over last year, and the demand for 
money is heavy, the west drawing 
largely upon the Chicago supi»ly. 

Liisss than the usual interruption oc- 
curred at St. Louis, and trade is active 
in all seasonable lines. The r.iilmads 
are crowded, offerings of grain bein^ un- 
utnally lane. Colder . weather im- 
proves trade and collections at Mil- 
waukee. Some improvement ia seen at 
other western towns. 

Prospects are more encouraging at 
Lonisvule, and business fairly active, 
but at Nashville trade is fair, and at 
Little Bock depressed by the small re- 
ceipts of cotton. At Memphis the eke 
tion interfered to some extent, and at 
New Orleans business is at a standstill 
on acooimt of the great strike which is 
still unsettled, though cotton advanced 
inj>rice, and the demand for cotton and 
sugar is good.

Allnat Can Hurt ll)'r. 

Washi.n(iton, Nov. 12.— The expert 
engineers of the bureau of steam engi- 
neering have just completed the revifed 
BpedflcMil^W the engines and boilere 
ot sea-going Battleship No. 1, which 
will be the lurgeiit vessel in tho United 
StptW liavy. Notwithstanding the great 
rfso of ttie vessel— she will displace 11, 
2S0 tons— she will not be a particularly 
speedy craft as vessels are now rated ii. 
tnese days of naval progress, Bnt that 
is because she is to be heavily armored; 
not "protected." like the New York, in 
certain vital parts, bnt covered with 
heavy Harveyized steel plates capable ol 
resisting the armor-piercing projectile!* 
of great guns. The great weight of thi*- 
armor has obliged the naval architects t< 
reduce the weight allowance of the en- 
gines and boilers, and that meant n 
reduction in sp^, particularly as a 
liberal snowance had to be made for tin 
coal supply of (he ocean going man-of- 
war. Su the new vessel will have is i- 
gines of 11,000 horse power, which, run- 
ning at 112 1-3 revolutions per minute, 
will give her a speed of si.\t< i !i kjiots 
per hour. Thev will be triple e.\paubion 
engine}, whicn means that the steam 
will be used three times in as many dif- 
ferent cylinders before beiug condensed. 
Three double ended main and two single 
ended auxiliary steel l>oilers will supply 
the steam at lOU pounds pressue to drive 
these engines and to make a sufficien! 
draught the two smokestacks will be 
made one hundred feet in height. Thc>,>t 
tall stacks are not acceptable to Inver- 
of beauty in marine designs, but they 
are very economical and enable the en- 
gineers to get along in ordinary cruising 
without the annoying "forced draught," 
which makes so much trouble. The de- 
tails of the Complicated machinery are 
BO many th.;t it requires a book of nine- 
ty-four prin. a pages to describe all of 
them.

Small MoToment of Hogs and Ad- 
▼ancadPrteas of Eoga and 



The winter season opens with a very 
ligbt movement of hogs, in compar- 
ison with decidedly liberal marketing at 
corresponding time last year. The pack- 
ing for the week In the West lias been 
226,000 hogs, against 385,000 last year. 
Hie total from November 1 is approxi- 
mately 250,000, against 440,000 a year ago. 
Prices of hogs have been ratiier sharply 
advanoed, tbo average of Weotem mark- 
ets at the close being about .Vx". per 100 
pound higher than a week ago. Tbe in- 
dicationa favor afeodanta arrivals In the 
near future, if the weather does not in- 
terfere with the fattening process. 

The trade in general contemplates the 
situatioit with little of satisfaction, under 
the high (trices of hogs, and the prevail- 
ing conviction that in due time the ofier- 
Ings will be liberal, with declining mar- 
kets. The season has been particularly 
favorable for feeding operations, and the 
margin of profit in such disposition of 
coin ia witter than vumM. Theee 'condi- 
tions have favored delay in shipments, 
and also favor increased weighta for hogs. 

The onrrant average price of hogs in 
Western markets is about f-i.OS, the bet- 
ter grades ranging upto$5.75a5.&5. With 
the enlarged propoititm of the animal 
turned into lard, under the present pre- 
mium on this product , and January prices 
for meats, the manufacture represents 
something under $6JM for hoigs, while 
the application of the January price of 
lard, with meats, does not admit ^f more 
than $5,10 for hogs in the usual way of 
reaching dadnctiona.— Oiaoinnati Price 
Onmnt Notamber 10. .
